Twelve thousand children will be added
to the number attending the Philadeliphia
public schools next January when the |
new child labor aet goes Into effect and |
20000 outstanding working certifiontes iw- |
w#ued to children between 1 and 18 vears
old will be recalled by the Board of Edu-
catlon, Announcement to this effect has
baen made by Louls Nushaum, Assoclate
Huperintendent of Brhools

Study of the child labor act by Mr. Nus-
baum brought to light the fact that it
will he necesanry for all working chil- |
dren less than 18 years old to get n n'[
certificaton, While the child Is emploved |
Lthe certificate under the new law will be |
beid by the employer. When the child in |
disminsed or loaves a position, this cer-
tifledte must e sent to the Bureau of
Compulsory Education. The child then
must attend school full time untll he
oblalhs a new position

Requirements for the certifleate will
be far more exacting thiun at proesant.
In additon to the medical test, ench ap-
plicant will have to give proof that he or
she has passed the sixth grade examina
tion in the publie schools, FPalling in this, |
the applicant must altend school unl}l|
that examination is pnased or the age of
8 I8 reached
